Brogan, Denis William. Politics in Ameri- 
ca. Harper, $5. Tentative date January 5. 


An Englishman looks at government and 
politics in the U.S. with the eyes of an intelli- 
gent, informed outsider. His elucidation, 
trenchantly and often wittily expressed, ably 
carries out his expressed purpose of making 
the American political system intelligible. He 
holds that the system has its own logic and 
justification, which makes alteration difficult, 
and that its successes and failures must be 
studied in their American context. A valu- 
able and readable contribution toward the 
understanding of American political practices. 
Published in England under title: An intro- 
duction to American politics. 


Pearson, Hesketh. Sir Walter Scott. 
Harper, tentative price $4. Tentative date 
January 5. 


A genial biography of Sir Walter Scott, which 
takes as its theme the parallels between Sir 
Walter, a Napoleon of letters, and his con- 
temporary, Napoleon Bonaparte. The biogra- 
pher does not begrudge Sir Walter the be- 
nevolence and sweetness that earned for him 
the idolatry of his family, dogs, friends, and 
servants. But he points out that Sir Walter 
also enjoyed a drink and a bawdy joke with 
the boys as much as the next man. He has 
thus made Sir Walter Scott into a three- 
dimensional figure in whom lurked the dual 
spirit of Sancho Panza and Don Quixote. 


FICTION 


Baron, Alexander. The golden princess. 
Washburn, $3.95. January 5. 


Cortés owed much of his success in Mexico to 
the Indian girl who was both his interpreter 
and his mistress, but, according to this fic- 
tional version, he repaid her loyalty and love 
with resentment and cruelty. As warmly sym- 
pathetic toward Marina as it is contemptuous 
of Cortés, this portrays a woman of character 
who, within the limits of understanding pos- 
sible to one of her background, believed deep- 


ly in the Spaniard’s God, and therefore re- 
mained faithful to the conquerors, in spite 
of her betrayal by their leader. 


Kennedy, Margaret. Act of God. Rine- 
hart, $3.50. February 7. 


A thunderbolt transforms a metal chair into 
a fearsome object, which a_ self-accredited 
critic hails as the latest work of a missing 
sculptor. By the time the masterpiece is cor- 
rectly identified it has played an important 
part in changing the lives of the sculptor, 
his neglected children, a badly matched young 
couple, and various other citizens of a sea- 
side town in England. A plausible blend of 
humor, pathos, and accurate observation of 
people and behavior. 


Mankiewicz, Don M. Trial. Harper, $3.50. 
January 3. 


A realistic picture of Communist exploitation 
of the trial of a young Mexican for rape and 
murder. The place is a West Coast city where 
racial prejudice makes a verdict of guilt 
highly probable, a situation seized on by the 
Communists. The novel presents quite clearly 
the helplessness of the innocent defendant, 
the ruthless moving in of the front name de- 
fense lawyer, the innocent involvement of a 
law professor, and the far from objective 
motivations and conduct of others connected 
with the case. Some of the situations may 
offend conservative readers.

With the same attention to detail that dis- 
tinguished The world is not enough (BooKLIsT 
44:353, Je 15 48), the author continues her 
realistic reconstruction of life in medieval 
France. The lady Alis, her crusader spouse, 
and their descendants are again the chief 
actors in a pageant that omits no detail of the 
extravagancies of courtly love, piety super- 
imposed on primitive animism, the acceptance 
of poverty, squalor, and disease, religious per- 
secutions, pilgrimages, and the punctilio of 
chivalry.

ship, the maintenance of peace, and the ex- 
panded program of technical assistance.

The author undertakes a quantitative 
and qualitative analysis to determine whether 
or not editorial support of either candidate 
affected the fairness of party news coverage. 
His findings suggest a generally high level of 
impartiality by the press in spite of charges 
of favoritism hurled by both parties. Of in- 
terest to laymen as well as to journalists, 
politicians, and students of public opinion.

The 
general reader will find entertainment in 
abundance, but the student of folklore may 
pronounce the musical section disappointingly 
slight in relation to the rest of the book.

A compressed and simplified history of Amer- 
ican foreign policy from colonial days to the 
present, written with an avowed Jeffersonian 
bias. The author, who divides the develop- 
ment of U.S. policy into five periods, gives 
more space to the time from Wilson to Eisen- 
hower than any other. Sharply critical of 
postwar policy, he advocates a politically more 
mature citizenry, universal disarmament, and 
world-wide economic cooperation. The book 
is thought-provoking and stimulating, but it 
perhaps moves too fast and attempts to cover 
too much ground.
